“ When an old-time dentist began to 
prepare a tooth for filling,” said a dent­ 
ist to a Philadelphia A cues 
reporter, 
“ he began by laboriously remov ing the 
decay from the cav ity in tin* tooth with 
a Imnd-drill—a sort 
of 
cup-shaped 
gouge. 
A great deal of difficulty was 
ex perienced in keeping the tooth dry , 
as the least moisture in the cav ity 
would prev ent the filling from packing. 
To ov ercome this the patient's heao 
was thrown back until his face was hor­ 
izontal, and a napkin was constantly ’ 
employ ed to wipe off the tooth. 
If the 
nerv e was ex posed it was killed with a 
red-hot wire, a proceeding, I can assure 
y ou, that in the anti-nitrous-ox ide-gas 
day s caused the patient to screech with 
great v igor. 
When the hole had been 
properly drilled out—two hours work, 
at least—the filling was put in and 
packed into place by what was known 
as Tiand-jiressure’—simply pressing the 
gold in with a steel needle. 
Later on, 
tin* hand-nmllet came into v ogue. 
Tho 
filling was hammered into place with a 
steel prod and a metal mallet, a process 
requiring two operators—one to hold 
the mouth open and direct the prod, 
while the other gav e the mallet strokes. 
It was not calculated to make a man 
particularly liappy , especially if tho 
nerv e had been improperly treated. 
“ After tlie liand-mallet came the auto­ 
matic plugger, and with it a most in­ 
genious iden, called the ‘rubber dam. 
That is simply a sheet of thin rubber, 
into which holes are punched by an in­ 
strument so adjusted that the hole can 
be of any required size. 
T he ‘dam’ is 
placed ov er the tooth, first being se­ 
cured behind the head with clamps, 
and not a particle of spittle can inter­ 
fere with the operation. 
To make this 
doubly sure a silken ligature is tied 
around the tootli, 
a n d , the patient being 
prov ided with a saliv a ejector, the op­ 
erator is free to work without hindrance 
or delay . 
I look upon the ‘rubber dam’ 
as inv aluable. 
“ The automatic plugger is now’ giv ­ 
ing way to the electric plugger, an in­ 
genious little instrument operated by 
electricity that giv es a multiplicity of 
strokes whose force can be regulated at 
will. 
You can readily see how quickly 
the work can be done. 
“ The preparatory process is equally 
speedy . 
A four-cell battery furnishes 
power to a rev olv ing rod, which turns 
‘¿ ,000 times a minute. 
The end of the 
rod is hollow, and into it is fitted a 
drill, which the operator selects from a 
large collection as best suited for the 
size and depth of the cav ity . 
To such 
a state of perfection has this been 
brought that it is possible to drill all 
around the nerv e, then put a cap ov er 
it, and ov er the cap the filling. 
Y\ lien 
the tootli-strueture shows that 
the 
nerv e should be destroy ed it is dev ital­ 
ized by a painless process. 
This, how­ 
ev er, is not often necessary . 
After the 
filling process is completed the rough 
surface of the gold is made] Hu sh with 
tht* tooth by means of a rapidly rev olv ­ 
ing corundum-wlieel propelled by the 
same electric power. 
An hour suffices 
for the entire operation. 
Ten or fif­ 
teen y ears ago a half-day was consumed, 
and often v ery unsatisfactorily .

I got interested in the dark 
lines, which looked very mu ch indeed 
like the veins in the limb s of a hu man 
b eing. 
A grand scheme stru ck me, or 
I stru ck it, 
I secu red the largest and 
most solid piece to b e fou nd and 
shipped it to Chicago. After some time 
I got hold of a man said to b e a first­ 
-class marb le-cu tter. 
I told him my 
scheme was to get ou t of the b lock of 
gypsu m the petrified remains of a tre­ 
mendou s giant. 
The fellow 1 cau ght 
on/ and b oth of u s stu died over the 
prospect for some time. 
When the 
arms and hands were marked ou t the 
veins showed u p in fine style. 
You 
never saw anything more complete in 
you r life. They were also visib le in the 
temples and forehead. 
It cost me a 
heap, thou gh, to get the artist at his 
work. 
He had my secret, and handled 
me as he pleased. Sometimes he’d get 
on a spree for days and weeks. 
Sev­ 
eral monflis passed b efore the concern 
was finished. 
It was a grand piece of 
work. 
I b oxed it and shipped it east­ 
ward as a b lock of marb le.

News of the finding

purchased the petrified remains and 
proceeded forthwith to erect a tent over 
the grave, the remains staying undis­ 
turbed.

Th is cu riou s “h u ssar” fish may lie com­ 
pared with th e cliff-swallow th at bu r­ 
rows its was in to th e blu ffs, an d bu ilds 
its n est sev eral feet from th e en tran ce, 
or to th e sou th ern petrel, th at ex ca­ 
v ates its n est in a still more won derfu l 
man n er. 
Th e meth od of a cu riou s Sou th Amer­ 
ican tish , called th e aspredo, is n o less 
won derfu l. 
Th e paren t does n ot carry 
its eggs in its mon th , bu t fasten s th em 
to its body an d fin s, by mean s of stems 
or stalks, so th at each egg h as a sort of 
cradle to itself. 
As th e fish ru sh es 
alon g, th ese swin g to an d fro, presen t­ 
in g th e appearan ce of a n u mber of bar- 
jels or bells. 
A cat-fish at Pan ama h as still an oth er 
meth od of carry in g its y ou n g.

ing prev io us with

decking o f 
jewelry and weariso me fussiness o f 
flo unce and furbelo w. 
Since silk, satin, and v elv et hav e been 
so little used fo r street and pro menade 
co stumes, they hav e co me mo re into 
pro minence in indo o r to ilets, and ev en 
the richest and heav iest o f them were 
em p lo y ed 
last winter fo r elegant mo rn­ 
ing go wns. 
The taste dictating such 
use o f rustling silks and magnificent 
v elv ets is so mewhat questio nable, as 
generally speaking simplicity sho uld be 
the first co nsideratio n. 
So ft silks, o r

Co untless mo dificatio ns and alteratio ns 
may be intro duced, precluding the po s­ 
sibility o f mo no to ny , and giv ing the de­ 
sired indiv iduality . 
It seems scarcely 
necessary to say that the easy , flo wing 
sty le sho uld be wo rn o nly at ho me, and 
the mo rning to ilets included in the 
wardro bes o f the summer wanderers be 
mo re co nv entio nal in fo rm, and less 
fanciful in arrangement and garniture. 
Delicacy o f co lo ring and so ftness sho uld 
no t be o v erlo o ked, ho wev er. 
Apro ns make pretty additio ns to plain 
mo rning dresses o f dark materials fo r 
ho me wear.

in Massachusetts than males. 
In this 
last statement he is no do ubt co rrect. 
There is no particular reaso n why Mass­ 
achusetts so il sho uld he mo re co nduc­ 
iv e to the birth o f females than males, 
but I am no t so sure he is right when 
he say s the surplus o f wo men is due to 
impo rtatio ns fro m o utside co untries. 
Of co urse the surplus co nsists o f un­ 
married wo men, since a man is no t al­ 
lo wed to hav e but o ne wife in that 
State. 
The 
nativ e 
Massachusetts 
w o man is a hardy creature o f independ­ 
ent dispo sitio n, 
no t much giv en to 
marriage, any ho w. 
She is mo re cele­ 
brated fo r intellect than fo r beauty , 
and rev els mo re in the intricacies o f the 
Emerso nian philo so phy than in the 
fo o lish and transito ry sentimentalities 
o f life. 
If Go v . Rice will lo o k abo ut 
his State a little bo w ill disco v er that 
the ex cess o f single wo men is no t re­ 
stricted to the facto ries. 
The sharp 
maiden lady abo unds thro ugho ut the 
who le o f Massachusetts so ciety .

go o d deal o f this plainness o f perso n no 
do ubt co mes do w n fro m the sev ere Pur­

OPIUM SMUGGLING, 


INGENIOUS TRICKS BY WHICH ILLICIT 


TRADE IS CARRIEO ON. 


Bow the Dra g Is Brought to Sa n Fra n- 
cisco—Deta ils of the “ Sha ft Key Trick." 
Stowing 
Contra ba nd 
Opium—Va rious 
Other Schemes. 


It is believed by those who arc acquainted 
with the subject that at least two-thirds of 
the smuggled opium brought to this port 
is 
ca rried by the tranKpuciflc 
steamers, of 
which there are two each month from Hong 
Kong. 
Thousands of pound* 
of the "contra­ 
band” are stowed away in the steamers 
before their departure from Hong Kong, and 
a re ca rried ashore under the noses, so t-o 
spea k, of the customs officers. 
A reporter 
who ha s mode a study of this 1 » ranch of opium 
smuggling, has lieen so successful in discover­ 
ing the means adopted for keeping "the stuff” 
hidden from the ey e of tbo searcher as to l»e 
able to give an ex tended report on the sub- 
ject. The list will, however, l)o confined to 
only the more peculiar and interesting plans 
of secret stowage. 
For y ears what is known as the "shaft key 
trick” has been worked on one of the steamers. 
A shaft key is mode of polished steel, and is 
about one foot wide at the top and tapering 
down to about eight inches in width at the 
bottom, being of proportionate thickness and 
about three feet in length. The key used in 
the propeller shaft is of solid metal, but the 
smugglers employ a hollow dummy off ex actly 
the same size, and made to contain thirty 
pounds, or about $500 worth of prepared 
opium. The cover is carefully adjusted and 
the sides are held together by rivets having 
sunken heads. To look at the dummy key 
ono would think twice lx » fore undertaking to 
lift it, and y et it could readily he raised by 
one man. 
With two customs officers at the 
end of the gang plank, however, the dummy 
has been known to task to its utmost the 
strength of four able-bodied men. 


STOWING CONTRABAND OPIUM. 
On the steamer City of Tokio there were 
holes drilled in the iron floor and covered 
with sheeting, which were used for many 
y ears for stowing contraband opium. The 
holes would contain in all about 500 pounds 
of the drug. Although the searchers fre­ 
quently passed through the long alley , and 
sometimes lieat the ends of their sticks over 
the "cached” goods, no discoveries were ever 
made. A steamer’s shaft alley is a dark, nar­ 
row, low-roofed and altogether uninviting 
place in which to conduct official ins] Motions, 
and for this reason, although frequently used 
for the purpose mentioned, the finding of 
opium there is of rare occurrence. 
From the sha ft a lley opium is frequently 
ta ken a shore by mea ns of ca rpenters’ sa w­ 
horses. 
A hole running nea rly the whole 
length of the sa whorse is cut in its underside 
a nd covered with a piece of wood which fits 
tightly into its pla ce a nd is held by two 
screws. 
From eight to twelve pounds of 
opium ma y be ca rried off the stea mer in this 
ma nner, a nd there ha ve been few insta nces of 
detection. 
A “boiler stick,” a s it is sometimes called, 
is employ ed in a simila r ma nner. The stick 
is a heavy piece of wood, used a s a "rest” or 
lever in repairing boilers. It ca n be ea sily 
duplicated by a hollow stick, in which sma ll 
cans or intestines conta ining opium ma y be 
placed and taken a shore a * often a s ten times 
a da y. This means of « mnggljwg the drug 
a shore was ex tensively employed, until on 
one occasion, a few yea rs a go, a boiler ma ker 
ca rrying a stick down the ga ngpla nk stum­ 
bled, and, the opium falling out, 
wa s quickly 
pounced upon by the customs officer*. 


VARIOUS OTHER TRICKS. 
After tha t "stick smuggling” wa s a ba n­ 
doned, but cha nges in the customs forces 
a bout the docks ha ve encoura ged its employ­ 
ment recently. It is looked upon a s one of 
the sa fest mea ns of getting opium a shore, 
next to pa ying duty or "sta nding in” with 
the sea rchers. If discovered the smuggler 
ca n throw his stick overboa rd, when it sinks 
from the weight of hea vy meta l pla ced in the 
ends. 
Then, 
too, if the government’s 
wa tchers a re observed to be unusua lly 
a nxious a bout ma king a seizure, a sound 
stick ma y be a llowed to pass through their 
ha nds, a nd, ha ving disa rmed suspicion, the 
smuggler ma y, ha lf a n hour la ter, ta ke a n 
opium stick a shore. 
On the side-wheel stea mers extra "pa ddles” 
were a lwa ys ta ken a long, to be used in ca se 
of the brea king of a ny of those in the wheels. 
Although none might be broken on a trip, 
the persons ha ving opium secreted a boa rd 
a nd who were desirous of getting it a shore 
would brea k or splinter some of the extra 
"pa ddles,” a nd by hollowing them out a nd 
filling them with "contra ba nd” would secure 
the sa fe pa ssa ge of their contents by throwing 
them overboa rd, when they would be picked 
up by confedera tes in sma ll boa ts. 
Sometimes when boiler tubes a re being re­ 
pla ced by new ones qua ntities of opium a re 
ta ken a shore a fter ha ving been pa cked in the 
middle of the tube. When a la rge number 
of tubes a re to be ta ken from a stea mship 
this system of smuggling is found to work 
very well, for a fter ha ving inspected the first 


There is a la dy living on the north side of

About Christma s time Mrs. Lee wa s invited 
to visit a da y nursery in the lower pa rt of the 
city, where the children of poor working wo­ 
men were ca red for during the da y. She was 
deeply touched by the sight tha t met her 
eyes, a nd when Christma s da y ha d pa ssed she 
took the ha ndsome tree with its wonderful 
lights a nd trimmings tha t ha d t>een a n orna ­ 
ment to her own wea lthy home a nd pla nted 
it in the pla y room of this nursery. 
Her little daughter was with her, and the 
joy that she felt was deej>er even than that of 
the crowd of little ones, who had never before 
seen such a sight, and who walked round and 
round the tree, peering at it from all sides 
with wide ey e* and asking all manner of 
questions about it with childish eagerness. 
After that the little daughter of Airs. Lee 
seemed to d well upon her memory of the nur­ 
sery , and often begged her mother to open 
another nursery in their own basement, 
promising to take all the care of the children 
herself. 
A GRIEF-STRICKEN MOTHER'S RETURN. 
A few months afterward, while traveling 
in Europe, the daughter suddenly died, and 
the grief-stricken mother returned to her 
darkened home. Every where she went she 
recalled the c hild’s earnest wish to care for 
the suffering children, and at last, as a fitting 
testimonial to the lovely character of the 
child herself, and as though it wore the child's 
own l>equest, she tx x >k a legacy that hail lie- 
longed to her and purchased and fitted up the 
Memorial Day Nursery . It is located at ¡¿75 
East Broadway , and takes care of thirty -live 
Iwibies and children from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m. 
Every morning a stream of women crowd 
into the basement door of the nursery , leave* 
their little ones in the care of the nurses and 
hurry off to their day ’s work. 
The children 
then receive a bath and are clothed in calico 
and gingham dresses and fresh, clean under­ 
wear. 
At 9:ii0 they all go into the dining 
room to the low tables and benches and en­ 
joy a luncheon of bread and milk. Then the 
older children go the play ground in the 
rear, over which an awning is drawn, and 
the babies are carried into a big room up 
stairs and put in a padded play house, with 
soft toy s, where no fall can hurt them. 
At noon a warm, bountiful dinner is served, 
and at 1 o’clock the whole troop, saving those 
of (1 y ears old, go up stairs to the dormitory . 
On hot day s they are undressed and put in 
cool white night dresses and laid to sleep in 
small white l» eds and cribs. Two hours after 
they are dressed again and ready for another 
frolic in the play ground. 
After a hearty 
supper at 7 p. m. they ore dressed again in 
their ow n clothes and are ready to go homo. 
REPROOFS OF THE CHILDREN. 
Tu'o children, some y ears ago, were living 
in a sub-cellar with a drunken mother and u 
dy ing father. 
A missionary found them, 
and through her efforts the children were put 
in the nursery and the mother went to work. 
The father died, reclaimed in heart by the 
Almighty ’s grace. The mother had never 
properly cared for the children or for their 
room, and they lived in filth and destitution. 
The children were taught to be neat, and 
when they returned to their home their 
childish reproofs to their mother ran about 
a s follows: 
"Mamma, Mrs. G., the matron, say s wo 
must keep our faces clean. You must keep 
y our face clean, too. You must sweep the 
floor, mamma. Mrs. G. say s y ou must. You 
must make the bed up, mamma, or Mrs. G. 
won't like y ou.” 
This sort of rebuke ha d a more signa l effect 
on the mother tha n a ll the missiona ry's gentle 
a dmonitions, a nd in a short time a ma rked 
cha nge ha d ta ken pla ce in tha t household. 
Another little child, a pretty baby girl of 
two yea rs old, whose mournful eyes a nd sa d 
but very sweet fa ce touched your sympa thies 
a t once, ca me up to the ma tron severa l time« , 
a nd, looking with wistful eyes stra ight into 
her fa ce, a sked, "Do you like me. My ma mma 
don't like me. She sa ys I a m no good.” 
After coming severa l weeks the mother left 
the ba be there for two nights, a nd when 6he 
fina lly cla imed her she wa s so drunk she could 
sca rcely ca rry her a wa y. 
La st summer the ma tron took forty children 
to the sea shore for a da y on severa l occa sions, 
giving the little ones grea t enjoyment Such 
a n excursion costs $ 10 for the whole com­ 
pa ny, a nd is worth much to them in hea lth. 
How ma ny $ 10 bills a re thrown a wa y on a 
bit of millinery or a n hour of plea sure tha t 
would bring hea lth a nd immea sura ble enjoy­ 
ment to theee children. And a few dolla rs 
more would send their mothers with them 
a lso, a nd ma ke one bright da y in their long 
weeks of toil a nd priva tion.—New York 
Gra ohic.
